‘ All of the resources of the country.” the resolution ends, "are hereby 
pledged by the Congress of the United States.”

At least one cabinet member w ants 
3.000.000 as the minimum: arm y men 
recommend up to 5.000,000. 
The process will be to get them in 
increments— in groups— of 500.000, as 
rapidly as they can be officered. 
Chairman Chamberlain of the sen­ 
ate military committee says the incre­ 
ments can be obtained at an annual 
expense of $ 156.000,000 each; the ge n ­ 
eral staff, however, estimates a fa r 
higher amount. 
The navy may be raised to 150,000 
men, as against a present authorized 
war strength of 87,000. 
Secretary Baker and 
the 
advisory 
board of the National Defense Council 
are discussing plans for war on a b asis 
of a three years' conflict. 
National food control and universal 
service— not merely military service—» 
are among the things under considera­ 
tion. 
With the official admission that a 
"serious struggle is ahead," the health 
and indiv dual effort 
of 
the 
nation 
must be conserved and directed to th is 
end. 
Labor will play a vast part in the 
enormous production of munitions and 
other supplies needed to wage a w ar 
such as is now looked for. 
The Chamberlain bill empowers the 
President to call all physically fit men 
aged 20 immediately, and to call them 
up to the age of twenty-three as neces­ 
sity arises.

WAR CROPS 


T h e advent of war makes it more 
than ever important to increase food 
production. 
The federal department 
of agriculture, which until lately has 
been questioning the wisdom of any 
‘‘artificial stimulation,” has now begun 
to preach bigger crops as a patriotic 
duty. 
A recent statement from Carl Vroo- 
m an, assistant secretary 
cf 
agricul­ 
ture, sets forth the desirability of rais­ 
ing more wheat, not merely to feed 
o ur own population and keep prices 
down, but as a war measure, enabling 
us to contribute to t tie feeding of the 
Allies. 
He suggests also that the average 
small farmer owes it to his country us 
well as to his family, to raise as much 
as possible of all that he consumes. He 
should raise chickens and hogs along 
with his beans and sugar beets, vege­ 
tables and fruit, along w ith his orchard 
chops, thus making his family largely 
independent of outside food source* 
Every section of 
the country should 
likewise try to make 
itself 
agricul­ 
turally independent of other sections, 
thus easing the burden of our trans­ 
portation system and leaving it freer 
for military purposes. 
But the obligation isn't all with the 
farm ers. 
We read this: "It is the 
patriotic duty of eevry city man. boy, 
w oman or girl who can to transform 
bis or lier yard or some neat by vacant 
lot into a garden, each square foot of 
which will grow two or possibly three 
crops during the coming summer " 
lf every citizen would assume til is 
responsibility and carry it out faith­ 
fully, there would be no question of a 
plentiful food supply for the American 
people and for any fon-ign nation with 
whom they choose to share their out­ 
put.

Protecting Harbors Is Duty 
Sea Forces Share

W hat problem s will our navy face 
In the war with Germany? 
Luckily our government finds lls 
burden 
lightened 
by the grip of the 
British which holds 
off the weight of 
what the Germans 
call the High Sea 
Fleet. 
It 
is our 
good fortune — our 
national 
safety — 
that we now have 
to fight, not Ger­ 
m any’s navy, but 
only such subm a­ 
rines or raiders as 
manage 
to 
evade 
S 77iy r O V 
the watchful Brit­ 
ons. 
The defense of our harbors is a 
duly the navy shares with the army. 
The coast defense batteries and, w ith­ 
in their «eld 
of fire, the mines, are 
in charge of the m ilitary arm. 
But 
the long sweep of coast line between 
fo rto x ro patrolled and controlled by 
the navy and in this field we are for­ 
tunate in having a large fleet of mo­ 
tor boats. 
In the sport of motorboat- 
ing we have been pre-eminent—both 
in the boats them selves and in the 
qualities of the men who handle them. 
H ere the navy finds a ready-made 
force th at will require no more train­ 
ing than Jackson's squirrel shooters 
needed at New O rleans—and one that 
will be equally efficient! 
Of course sm an motor craft cannot 
fight large subm arines acting as sur­ 
face vessels. Hut such craft can lo­ 
cate the periscope of a submerged 
under sea boat, and when that peri­ 
scope is once located there is nothing 
left for the boat to do but to get 
deep under w aler and stay there 
Even then her bubbles will probably 
betray her course and as long as the 
motorboat can hang on the trail, the 
subm arine is blind and helpless. 
The 
num ber of hours she can run sub­ 
merged is, of course, decidedly lim­ 
ited. 
It is unlikely that convoying m er­ 
chant vessels 
will 
be 
undertaken. 
Convoying should be done by light. 
swift, handy vessels of the destroyer 
class. 
Our fleet is deficient in ves­ 
sels of this type, and what we have 
will undoubtedly be kept with the bat­ 
tle fleet, which m ust have an outlying 
screen against subm arine attack. 
Patrol duty, not only along the 
coast, but on the high seas, will be 
undertaken by the navy to protect 
against an occasional raider which 
may get on the trade routes. 
So our 
fast cruisers—what few we have— 
lav e their Jobs cut out for them. 
A 
definite «Hism-e with the allied na­ 
tions will result in the United States 
navy taking over the work of British 
and French cruisers along the A tlan­ 
tic coast and releasing these vessels 
for other work on the European side. 
Further than this we probably will 
not go at present. Our heavy vessels 
with their attendants, and the vessels 
of the train, will be mobilized in soma 
well-defined strategic harbor. 
There, 
they m ust wait the call to action. The 
war may be ended before the fleet’s 
day comes, or the developm ents may 
call for us to send abroad an expedi­ 
tionary m ilitary force. 
If so, we will 
see the navy doing on a larger scale 
what it did so well off the south coast 
of Cuba in 1898. 
We will see all of 
our available m erchant ships formed 
into a com pact fleet and headed for 
Europe, surrounded by a screen oi 
ships of various classes capable of 
destroying any subm arine th at m ight 
appear. 
So, too, it is conceivable th at the 
tactics we so successfully (followed 
at Santiago may not avail. 
Perhaps 
the tim e will come when our navy 
and the ships of the allies will go In 
and find and destroy the enemy ves­ 
sels. lf so, wa shall need, and I be­ 
lieve we shall find, another Dewey 
For however varied or however dif 
flcult may be the task our navy is 
called on to perform, our people know 
th at never ones has the navy failed to 
do more than wae asked or expected 
of i t 
Thoro Is not one page of our 
naval history th at needs to bo altered 
from th e exact truth In order to make 
It pleasant reading for the patriotic 
schoolboy.

W hat will we do with our troops in 
the w ar with Germany? 
We should do with our troops w hat­ 
ever will tend to de­ 
feat G erm any m ost 
rapidly. 
And fur­ 
therm ore, in view 
of the fact that we 
have 
few' 
troops 
n o w, 
we 
should 
fram e our m ilitary 
action along such 
lines as to endow 
the country tram s 
diately with a sci­ 
entifically 
c o n ­ 
structed 
m ilitary 
fram ework 
w i t h 
which to m eet the 
the future. 
These 
in practice, be a t­ 
tained by the same policy. 
In estim ating how Germ any may 
m ost rapidly be defeated, we have 
once more 
to 
differentiate between 
m ilitary 
and 
nonm ilitary 
means. 
There is no question but th at Germany 
is at her weakest on the non-militarv 
side— in her economic situation, in 
her system of alliances, and so on. 
On the m ilitary side she still retains 
a very appreciable superiority over 
her opponents. 
There is no m easure 
within our power that can for some 
time alter that fundam ental fact. And 
our action cannot be thought of, in 
term s of six, 12 or even 18 months, as 
anything beyond assisting the allies. 
To assist the allies m eans to place 
forces on the western front. 
I am in­ 
clined to believe that we may possibly 
see the western front extended toward 
the north this summer. 
And in this 
case the British war departm ent m ight 
have to revise its plans and m ight 
have a legitim ate claim to assistance 
from us. 
But apart from such devel­ 
opm ents, there can be no possible 
question but that any troops we can 
send 
to 
support the w estern front 
should go to the French and not to the 
British. 
There are positive reasons 
against sending them one way and 
for sending them tho other. 
In modern theories of the conduct 
of war, just as in the cdnduct of big 
business 
enterprises, 
the 
greatest 
stress is laid on economy 
of 
effort. 
The British conduct of operations has 
flagrantly disregarded this principle, 
and especially on the w estern front. 
The accumulation of British troops 
in France has not produced commen­ 
surate m ilitary profits, while on the 
other hand it has been a great drain 
on tonnage and on man power. 
For 
us to offer to send troops to this part 
of the w estern front would imply the ; 
least effective employment of our man- j 
power, tonnage, and resources. 
Turning to the French side we h a v e 1 
a different picture. 
W hat the m an­ 
power etatistlcs are, I will not guess; 
the French government has screened 
them toe jealously. 
But ne one can 
doubt from the large use of African 
t roo po, and the effort to get Japan 
and Portugal to send contingents, th at 
the 
French governm ent ie pressed 
harder than any other by the m an­ 
power problem. 
And the sym ptoms 
are strong that this problem will be 
even more accute six*m onths hence' 
than it ie now. 
Under those circum ­ 
stances it is beyond doubt that we 
can render the greatest service to the 
allied governm ents by offering our 
troops to France. 
But there is another range of reas­ 
ons leading to the sam e conclusion. 
W hich course would m ost help us to 
create « good m ilitary organization, 
to offer our troops to England or to 
France? 
Now, in this sense, w hat are the 
facts? Roughly, these: our little arm y 
of 100,000 men is evidently nothing 
more than an instructing staff through 
which we could build up a real army. 
But the system of education in our 
arm y, th at is the training of the of­ 
ficers of various grades, is hopelessly 
behind th at of even third m agnitude 
South American republics. 
It is half 
a century out of date and full of gross 
adm inistrative abuses. 
T he result is 
that we have no trained staff, only a 
group of officers, 90 per cent untrain­ 
ed, labelled “staff."

higher command—that is no officers

there is no special disease to account 
for these had symptoms, a motlier 
may well ask herself if the food is 
right, and if not. how she can make it 
so. If a little too much or too little of 
one nutrient is provided at a single

ways of storing such a surplus and of 
using its stored m aterial in an em er­ 
gency. The danger would come if the 
diet taken week in and week out al- 
ways provided too much or too little 
of some one nutrient. 
Habit and custom help greatly, be­ 
cause they usually are based on what 
the 
experience 
of generations 
has 
proved is wise and healthful, though. 
of course, there are bad habits and 
outgrown customs in food as in every­ 
thing else. 
Good habits, it must be 
remembered, include more than clean­ 
liness and order in everything that 
has not to do with food and meals, and 
leisurely ways of eating. 
Equally im­ 
portant are a liking for all kinds of 
wholesome foods, even if they have 
not always been used in one's home 
or neighborhood, and eating reason­ 
able amounts, without being either 
greedy or overdainty. 
Every effort 
I should be made to train children in 
such good food habits. If older people 
have not learned them , they, too, 
should try to do so, for such things 
are very important not only to health 
but also to economy. 
To refuse to eat some wholesome 
dish is simply because one is not ac­ 
customed to it may prevent the use of 
some very desirable economical food. 
To feel that there is any virtue in 
providing more food than is needed 
shows poor taste as well as poor econ­ 
omy. 
Getting the Most Food for One's 
Money 
Use cereals 
(flour, 
meal, 
cereal 
breakfast foods, etc.) freely, taking 
pains to prepare them with great care 
and to vary the kind used from day 
to day if necessary to keep people 
from tiring of them. 
Remember that a quart of whole 
milk a day for each child, to be used 
as a beverage and in cookery, is not 
too much. 
Plan carefully both in buying and 
in serving. 
Do not he ashamed to plan closely. 


Thrift in food m enas providing enough 
food. neither too little nor too much. 
Notice carefully how much of such 
staples as flour, sugar, milk. cooking 
fat, etc., ia used each week for a 
month, and see if there are any ways 
of cutting down the quantity needed. 
Buy 
non perishable 
m aterials 
in 
quantities if better prices can be se­ 
cured and there is a good storage 
place in tile home. 
Neighbors can 
sometimea club together to get lower 
rates. 
% 
Estim ate carefully how much of any 
m aterial will be needed before laying 
in a supply, then see that none is 
wasted by careless handling. 
Try to m ake the dishes served of 
such size that there will be enough 
to satisfy the appetite of the family 
and no unnecessary table and plate 
waste. 
Do not be above noticing w hether 
anything usable Is thrown aw ay with 
the garbage, which always shows how 
th riftily food is used in a household. 
Many inexpensive m aterials can be 
made attractive and the diet can be 
pleasantly varied by a wise use of 
different flavorings. 
"Finicky" tastes in food often pre­ 
vent the use of many valuable m ate­ 
rials which might be the m eans of 
saving money. 
Good food habits are an im portant 
part of personal hygiene and thrift. 
Children get such habits by having 
suitable am ounts of suitable foods 
served to them and then being ex­ 
pected to eat what is set before them. 
True economy lies not only in buy­ 
ing wisely but also in m aking the full­ 
est .possible use of w hat is bought.
